^3.  (U)  Econoff  followed  up  with  Natasha  Sydoruk  from  the  Ministry  of 
Economy  on  July  19  to  encourage  the  GOU  to  provide  additional 
information.  Sydoruk,  referring  to  the  July  18  letter,  said  that 
differences  between  U.S.  and  Ukrainian  descriptions  of  the  relevant 
products  made  it  very  difficult  for  Ukraine  to  provide  data  on 
exports  of  these  products.  Sydoruk  added  that,  even  with  further 
clarification  of  the  products  involved,  the  GOU  would  not  be  able  to 
provide  additional  information  concerning  exports  within  the 
timeframe  necessary  to  have  an  impact  on  the  ITC ' s review.
